Yankees Continue Supreme. 


Though the Cards now face the 
Pleasant prospect of three straight 
games on their own playground, the 
Yanks are 3 to 1 favorites to win 


the championship... Sherdel and Alex- 
ander have failed to stop them.

; checked the Hugmen, for yes- 
terday’s victory was. their sixth 
straight: over teams of the older cir- 
cuit.

All Plead Not Guilty. 


All pleaded not guilyt and were 
released several hours later after bail 
of $1,000: each had been furnished 
for Miss West, Carl Reed, the pro- 
ducer, and Charles Davenport, the 
stage director, and $500 each for the 
eleven women and forty-five men of 
the cast. 

Reed and Davenport were not 
among those arrested in the police 
raids. Davenport, however, was ar- 
rested late Thursday afternoon and 
held in $1,000 by Judge Koenig on 
the indictment, which was returned 
shortly, after noon that day. . He 
spent the night in the Tombs, the 
only defendant to be imprisoned 
since the first raid. Miss West had 
been taken into custody after the 
Monday night raid and, with each of 
the cast, had been released in $500 
hail before the indictment was voted. 
Reed was surrendered in court yes- 
terday. 


Magistrate Drops Hearing. 


When Magistrate Goodman was in- 
formed later in the West Side Court 
of the action of Judge senig, he 
dismissed the hearing on which Miss 
West and the cast were to nave Leen 
arraigned there when the Grand 
Jury. indictment intervened. : 

Bail for all the defendants was 
furnished. before Judge Koenig after 
Miss West had arranged with vep- 
resentatives of four bonding com- 
panies, paying the fee in esch: cuse 
and agreeing to indemnify the com- 
panies in the event any ‘iefeniant 
failed to. appear for. trial. re 

District Attorney Banton  an- 
nounced during the arraignment 
that the case would be called for 
trial before a jury as speedily as 
sible. He added that he had receive

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PIPE MAN TESTIFIES 
HE SAW PHILLIPS’ 
TO GET-A CONTRACT 


Action Was Prompt After 
Connolly Delayed 2 Years. 








CHANGE IN SPECIFICATIONS 


Buckner Draws Admissions in 
Attempt to Show Phillips 
Swayed Borough Head. 


EXCESSIVE PRICES DETAILED 


Paino and Other Contractors Tell of 
Big Payments—Prosecution Ex- 
pected to Rest on Tuesday. 


More evidence showing the influ- 
ence the late John M. Phillips 
wielded at Queens Borough Hall dur- 
ing the Connolly Administration and 
how he compelled contractors to pay 
huge sums above the market value 
for sewer pipe, was introduced by 
Emory R. Buckner, Special Assistant 
Attorney General, at the trial of for- 
mer Borough President Connolly and 
former Sewer Engincer Seely in 
Long Island City yesterday. Con- 
nolly and Seely are charged with 
conspiracy with Phillips. 

Harry S. Hart, an agent for sewer 
pipe. manufacturers, was the most 
important witness of the day. He 
testified that after vainiy trying for 
two years to persuade Connolly and 
the Queens Sewer Bureau to change 
the contract specifications to permit 
the sale of his pipe in Queens, he 
saw Phillips and within a month 
thereafter was able to begin selling 
his pipe to Queens contractors. His 
negotiations with Connolly began 
early in 1925 and he saw Phillips 
eerly in 1927. 

The pipe in question consisted of 
small sizes for use in connecting the 
main sewer pipes with houses, in 
outlets, &c. It is smaller than 24 
inches in diameter, which is the 
smallest size precast lock joint pipe 
which Phillips controlled in Queens 
from 1921 to 1927. Hart’s pipe is 
made of cement by machinery. Prior 


to its use the Queens specifications 
permitted only vitrified pine, which 
is baked, in the small sizes. 


Connolly Suggested Test. 


Hart testified that he first met 
Connolly when he went to the Bor- 
cugh President’s office and told him 
about the merits of his machine- 
made pipe. He said Connolly sug- 
gested that the product be tested in 
the City Laboratory and that he 
agreed. After the laboratory made 
a favoreble r-mort. h2 cc*stinucd, he 
visited Connolly again. This was in 
June, 1925. 

“Connolly went over the reports 
on his desk.’ Hart testified, ‘‘and 
said to Mr. Perrine (J. Franklin Per- 
rine, an engineer in the Sewer Bu- 
reau) that my specifications should 
go into the contracts.”’ 

The specifications were not nut 
in, however, and Hart wrote to Per- 
rine in December, 1925, asking for 
an explanation. Perrine replied in 
a letter dated Jan. 13, 1926, which 
Mr. Buckner put in evidence, in 
which the engineer enclosed a copy 
of specifications that he had. drawn 
up for Hart’s pipe. 


Says He Waited Till 1927. 


Still nothing happened. Hart 
waited all during 1926 and until 
May, 1927, without getting any. ac- 
tion. In May, 1927. he testified, he 
was introduced to Phillips at the 
Aqueduct race track by Thomas 
(Doc) Cassidy, an intimate of Phil- 
lips. In the next few days he met 
Phillips ‘several times, and finally, 
he said, he told Phillips of the 
troubie he was having in trying to 
get permission to sell his pipe in 
Queens. He told Phillips that he 
had received a Ramee that his pipe 
would be specified in the contracts, 
but that the promise had not been 
kept. 

“T’ll see. what I can do for you,” 
he quoted Phillips as saying. 

In contrast to the previous. de- 
lay, Hart now. got immediate action. 
The specifications for his pipe, he 
testified, were written in promptly, 
and. on May. 23, 1927, bids were 
opened for the Ditmars. Avenue 
sewer contract, in which Hart’s pipe 
was used. for the first time in 
Queens. Muccini & Decker, a con-

AIR RAIL LINE 70 USE 
FLYING PULLMANS 


Night Flights to Speed Runs to 
Coast While the Passengers 
Sleep, Says Lindbergh. 





AERIAL SYSTEM EXTENDED 





All-Plane Trip West of Colum- 
bus, Ohio, Is Promised to Link 
Oceans in 48 Hours.

C. M, Keyes, President. of. Trans- 
continental Air Transport, and Colo- 
nel Charles A. Lindbergh, as Chair- 
man of the Technical Committee of 
that concern, issued statements yes- 
terday declaring that air passenger 
service, with. sleeping accommoda- 
tions, would be started between Col- 
umbus, Ohio, and West Coast cities. 
Neither would say when the service 
would begin. At Columbus it will con- 
nect with trains, as it now does with 
those of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
at Chicago, flying passengers from 
there to Minneapolis and St. Paul. 

“The Executive Committee of the 
Transcontinental Air Transport, Inc., 
decided at a meeting today to estab- 
lish an all air route from Columbus, 


Ohio, to San Francisco and. Los 
Angeles.’’ Mr. . Keyes’s. statement 
read. ‘‘This route will use the same 


planes that are used in the rail and 
air line between Columbus and a 
point in Kansas, and from that point 
to the Pacific Coast will use planes 
with sleeping accommodations, which 
will cover the larger part of the 
Western route by night. 

“The rail and air combination 
route is well under way and will be 
put into operation as . originally 
planned and will furnish a daily 
transcontinental service of about 
forty-eight hours between the coasts. 
The all-air service will place New 
York one business day from. Cali- 
fornia and will furnish a service of 
from twenty-four to thirty hours be- 
tween Ohio points and the Pacific 
Coast, with corresponding servic: 
from Chicago, St. Louis, Kansas 
City, &c. 


Decided to Specd Development. 


“In the original coneeption.of the 
Transcontinental Air Transport it 


was planned to develop a complete 
air transportation by degrees, start- 
ing with the establishment of a main 
trunk line by rail and air. The de- 
terminstion to push this evolution 
forward at a swifter pace is based 
upon the findings and recommenrida- 
tions of the Technical Committee, of 
which Colone] Lindbergh is Chair- 
man. This committee has compiled 
and filed with the Executive Com- 
mittee complete reports covering the 
studies made by C. S. Jones:in Eu- 
rope and the results of a complete 
survey made .by Colonel! Lindbergh 
Fe ig ih with the assistanct of 

ajor Lanphier and Messrs. Love 
and’ Ferguson during the past three 
months, .The sum of these re- 
ports indicates. clearly that it is pos- 
sible. to push forward the second 
phase of this transportation system 
by the establishment of a fast all-air 
line from points west of the Alle- 
ghany Mountains to the Pacific 
Coast. The studies of the Technical 
Committee cover not only the ter- 
rain, with particular reference to the 
part o¢ the trip that will be made at 
night, but also the bal i a avail- 
able in America, equipment used in 
Europe on similar services and the 
development of meteorology for the 
use of air lines, communications and 
training of personnel. 

“The tem will furnish adequate 
transcontinental service by air to all 
Atlantic Coast points and to Chicago, 
Detroit, Buffalo, Louisville, the Twin 
Cities and Cleveland for the two im- 

ortent traffic centres of the South 

acific Coast—Los Angeles and San 
Francisco, The plan to go ahead with 
this service is not a change in plan 
but-is merely the hastening of a pol- 


icy already laid down.”

POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., Oct. 5.— 
An attaché of the Millbrook Hunt 
Club and a groom employed by Oak- 
leigh Thorne were killed a mile from 
here tonight when the station wagon 
in which they were riding with five 
other men crashed from the’ Mill- 
brook road forty feet down. to the 
New Haven tracks. Three of the 
others were critically injured and 
two ‘painfully lacerated and mangled. 
_ The car, in which they were com- 
ing fro mthe club to Poughkeepsie, 
skidded at a railroad. bridge at 
Brickyard Hill, smashed through the 
guard rail, and overturned as it hit 
the ‘tracks. 

‘The tragedy is expected to halt the 
first: meeting of the season of the 
fashionable hunt club, which was set 
for tomorrow morning and for which 
many wealthy sportsmen and sports- 
women had gathered here at the big 
estates clustering about Millbrook, 
fifteen miles to the eastward. - The 
club’s whip and second. whip are 
dying. : 

Driver of Car Killed. 


The dead are Rosewell T. Wilker- 
son of Middleburg, Va., who was 
driving the car, and Michael J. Kelly, 
a groom at Thorndale, Oakleigh 
Thorne’s big place. The dying are 
Herman Butler of Millbrook, the 
whip, who suffered internal injuries 
and lacerations; Harry Leach of The 
Plains, Va., the second whip, whose 
lung was punctured, and Gerald 
Michaelis, a groom employed by F. H. 
Bontecou, whose skull was fractured 
at ine base. 

The other men injured were John 
O’Brien of New York, employed at 
Thorndale, whose shoulder. was frac- 
tured and who may have internal 
injuries; and Norman Weeks, also of 
Thorndale, a garage hand, who suf- 
fered lacerations of the head. 

The station wagon in which the 
horsemen were -ri ing wags the..prop- 
erty of . George endelssohn, .a 
wealthy sportsman, who is a member 
of the hunt club. .The accident. oc- 
curred about 8 o’clock.as the car 
was coming with considerable speed 
toward town. 

When: it struck: the d. rail af- 
ter skidding it toppl clear of the 
eut over which it had been heading. 
As it crashed downward Wilkerson, 
the chauffeur,, was. thrown clear. 
His neck was. broken. The other 
men. were pinned under.the car.

He does not, how- 
ever, go into the Democratic Solid 
South, but to Elizabethton, in East 
Tennessee, the centre bf the. most 
strongly Republican territory south 
of the Potomac. He is to. speak to- 
morrow afternoon at Elizabethton 
and later at the National Soldiers’ 
Home at. Johnson City, Tenn. 

The nominee put ‘in a busy day 
conferring with callers and receiving 


reports on the campaign from party 
leaders. ere 


Late in the afternoon Mr. Hoover 
received the editors.of about. thirty 
foreign language néwspapers pub- 
lished.in New York. After-shaking 
hands all around he expressed his 
thanks for the interest shown in his 
behalf by the visitors. = —

WESTERN INDIANS PLAN 
TO REFUSE TO VOTE 


Non-Cooperation Movement, Like 
Gandhi’s, Decided on at Pow-Wow 
Over 97-Year-Old Grievance. 


WINNAMUCCA, Nev., Oct. 5 (*).— 
A declaration of ‘‘non-cooperation 
against politicians’ akin. in its as- 
serted intent to the non-cooperation 
movement fostered by Mohandas K. 
Gandhi in India has been made by a 
large group of Western Indians, ‘who 
renounced the right of franchise in 
a defiant pow-wow concluded at Fort 
McDermott yesterday. 

Up in arms at their alleged “‘nine- 
ty-seven years of ruthless exploita- 
tion by bureau agents,” and asserted 
failure of the Government to observe 
Indian treaties, six chieftains and 400 
Indians, said to represent every tribe 
in Southern Idaho, Western Utah, 
Northwestern Nevada, Northern 
California and Southern Oregon, 
signed a compact vowing defiance of 
Indian agents and asserting they 
were ‘‘not going to vote for the pale- 
face Government any more.’ 

The tribesmen decried what they 
called -“‘forcing of meaningless citi- 
zenship and voting’’ upon them, and 
declared they would lose all rights of 
protest if they continue to vote. 

“We are going to get our rights, 
even if we have to fight,” a resolu- 
tion stated. 

The Indians agreed to turn their 
backs ‘‘upon twenty-dollar bills and 
hugs and kisses which the candi- 
dates like to rf up.” 

The council at which the action 
was taken was said to have been 
called as the outgrowth of alleged 
failure of the Government to keep 
treaties made years ago. 

The resolutions édked that the 
Government send to the chieftains 
copies of all bills for clothing, food 
and medicine sent to the agencies in- 
volved and set forth that the Indians 
hereafter would ‘‘ignore and defy’’ 
the Indian agents of the Govern- 
ment. 

‘“‘We ask the Government to set 
aside land where we can live and be 
freed of ninety-seven years of ruth- 
less exploitation by bureau agents,”’ 
the resolution said. ‘‘We also want 
the right of hunting any time of the 
year, unmolested by game wardens.”’

the Hoover electors be chosen but 
Mr. Hoover will or bf es ne by a 
heavy majority, probab’ ly r than 
that received by President olidge 
four years ago. 
While views are advanced that the 
majority sentiment of the State is 
wet, the generalit 7 fi. of opinion 2 
pears to be that vernor Smith 
under a heavy handicap on account 
of his anti-prohibition Virgo His 
advocacy of modifying the Volstead 
act appears to cut y athwart 
the support he has gained on account 
of his position on the agricultural 
problem. 

One is told on every hand that his 
real weakness as a Presidential can- 
didate in Nebraska is his Catholi- 
cism, but there is little outward evi- 
dence that the open Protestant cler- 
ical opposition to him is’ based on 
othr grounds than his anti-prohibi- 
tion stand and his affiliation with 
Temniany Hall. 


Intolerance Is Not Expressed.: 


It may be that underlying the an- 
tagonism to him, which clergymen, 
chiefly Methodists, Baptists and 
Lutherans, seem to have aroused 
among their following, there is a 
feeling of religious in olerance, but 
there is a refreshing lack of Sublic 

expression of it which makes it dis- 
tinct from the open or illy concealed 
movement in Southern States to ob- 
tain votes against him because he is 
a Catholic.

NEW $80,000 THEFT 
CHARGED TO CARNES 


Son Greets Handcaffed Prisoner 
at Atlanta—‘Kangaroo Court’ 
to ‘Try’ Him Today.

ATLANTA, Oct. §.—Clinton S. 
Carnes, accused Treasurer of the 


Baptist Home Mission Board, re- 
turned here today, handcuffed, ex- 
ceedingly nervous and apparently 
near a breakdown. He was hurried 
at once to Fulton County jail to await 
trial {on numerous charges of em- 
bezzlement. 

Carges has stated that he will de- 
manda personal audit of his books 
before the trial begins and that it 
will take at least two months to pre- 
pare his case. He will be defended 
by former Representative William 
Schley Howard and James A. Branch, 
two of the leading attorneys of 
Georgia. 

Pale and haggard, Carnes passed 
through long lines of spectators this 
morning as he left the train at Union 
Station with two guards who had ac- 
companied him from Winnipeg, Can., 
where he was arrested. In addition 
there were other guards hurriedly 
summoned from the Sheriff’s office. 

To reporters practically all Carnes 
would say was ‘‘I’m not in this mess 
alone.”” He denied. however, trying 
to give the impression that any mem- 
ber of the Baptist board was re- 
sponsible for the financial situation, 
but added that all he had intended 
to convey was the idea that they 
knew of the heavy debts of the or- 
ganization. 

While Carnes was locked in jail 
the Grand Jury returned the third 
indictment against him. It charges 
embezzlement of various bonds valued 
at approximately $80,000. With this 
latest accusation Carnes is officially 
charged with the embezzlement of 
more than $230,000 and the Grand 
Jury has not completed its work. 

When Carnes returned to Atlanta, 
his former home was locked up and 
left desolate in appearance. His wife 
and one son have disappeared from 
view and are believed to have gone 
to some other city. One of his two 
sons, however, was at the station to 
greet him. 

Carnes today escaped the regular 
‘Kangaroo Court’ held by prisoners 
in the Fulton County jail on the 
ground of fatigue and lack of funds. 
He promised to be prepared later and 
is due for his initiation tomorrow.

Field Telephone Lines’ Set Up. 


Field telephone lines have been es- 
tablished and hospitals -have. made 
preparations. for a_ possible large 
number of casualties, Many promi- 
nent surgeons have arrived from 
Vienna and 300 additional beds in- 
stalled. 

The strictest prohibition has been 
ordered, beginning tonight, et om 
out the province.

Burgomaster Is First. Casualty. 


WIENER NEUSTADT, Oct. 5 (). 
—This peaceful industrial centre, 
with its 35,000 inhabitants and 443 
factories, has suddenly taken on the 
appearance of a gigantic armed 
citadel in war time menacing all en- 
tering its gates. 

In anticipation of possible disor- 
ders and bloodshed on Sunday when 
the Social- Democrats, who rule 
Vienna, and the Heimwehr or Home 
Defense League of Christian Social- 
ists, who control the National Gov- 
ernment, will hold simultaneous 
propaganda meetings, the Govern- 
ment has dispatched to the city 12,- 
000 troops and gendarmes. 

The large municipal hospital with 
300 beds was commandeered today. 
All the present patients are being 
ejected. 

All electric signs on the streets 
have been removed and -valuable 
property. is being covered with sand- 

ne against any: possible: bombard- 
ment. 

Thousands of inhabitants are tem- 
porarily abandoning the city. .All 
factories have ceased work and the 
Governor of Lower Austria has as- 
sumed command of the security 
forces. Under the direction of the 
police chief troops are engaged in 
Frey practice in the suburbs of the 
city. 

The first casualty among the rival 
organizations took place last night 
when a Social-Democrat shot. the 
former Burgomaster of the Town of 
Weissenbach twice through the 


chest. . 

In the neighboring town of Baden 
nine Communists have been arrested 
on a charge of high treasen for urg- 
ing that the opportunity be seized for 
an open revolution.

SHAW AND WELLS RAP . 
SEIZURE OF SEX NOVEL 


Question England’s Right to Ban 
French Copies of Book Volun- 
tarily Withdrawn in Britain.

LONDON, Oct. 5.—England seems 
threatened with a censorship crisis 
akin to that which has been agitat- 
ing the Irish Free State; except that 
instead of being the result of Gov- 
ernment legislation it has crept in 
through departmental action. The 
intervention of Bernard Shaw and 
H.’'G. Wells has given it extra point, 
these two literary giants ranging 
themselves in opposition to the. re- 


fice, Sir William Joynson-Hicks. 

Jonathan Cape, the English pub- 
lisher of a sex novel by Miss Rad- 
clyffe Hall, entitled ‘‘The Well of 
Loneliness,’’ suspended its publica- 
tion at the Home Secretary’s request. 
A French firm republished it in 
Paris, but English customs officials 
yesterday seized copies of it that 
were being shipped to England. As 
the book was voluntarily withdrawn 
here, the legality of this action is 
questioned and Shaw and Wells have 
added the weight of their authority 
to protest against the attack on the 
freedom of literature which was 
made when the original ban was im- 
posed. 

It is understood here that the book 
either is published or will be pub- 
lished in the United States by Alfred 
Knopf. ; 

“I read it, <.d read it again,”’ 
said Shaw today, ‘‘and I repeat that 
it ought not have been withdrawn. 
It speaks of things people ought to 
know about. Apart from that, its 
voluntary withdrawal does not imply 
* legal right to prohibit its importa-

H. G. Wells said: 

“The book should not have been 
seized, and I doubt whether seizure 
is legal. I hope the owner of the 
copies will take action.”

LONDON, Oct. 5:—Ramsay Mac- 
Donald’s cold water douche for So- 
viet disarmament proposals was the 
feature today of the concluding ses- 
sion of the annual Labor Party con- 
ference at Birmingham. 

Several Left wing members. of the 
party pressed for insertion of a 
total disarmament plank in the 
Labor platform, as “proposed by. the 
Soviet Government,”’ but they re- 
ceived scant encouragement from 
the former Premier and none at all 
from the conference as a. whole, 
which negatived the amendment by 
a. large majority. 


Mr. MacDonald acknowledged that. 


he was rather tired. of hearing of 
the wonderful proposals of the 
Soviet Government for complete 
disarmament. The irty, he said, 
should not. be misled by words. The 
Soviet Government had made a pro- 
posal from which it afterward rar. 
away, he declared. It was rejected 
by every nation, and Soviet officials 
immediately felt that their proposal 
was so crude it would not stand com- 
‘mittee examination. and had wisely 
withdrawn it and submitted another 
which, in effect, proposed a 50- per 
cent. reduction of existing arma- 
ments by powers with large mili- 
tary or naval forces. 

The labor leader was subjected to 
considerable interruption at this 
uncture and had to appeal to his 
nterrupters to follow his a ments. 
It was no good, he continued, to talk 
as though the Soviet’s proposal was 
one for total disarmament. He asked 
the conference for authority to make 
it clearer that when the parties 
talked about drastic reductions it 
meant that only when the other na- 
tions had agreed to a policy of dis- 
armament and had disarmed would 
European peace be secured. Disar- 
mament by example he regarded as 
impossible. 

Charles G. Ammon, Member of 
Parliament and former Labor Cabinet 
Minister, expressed disappointment 
that the Labor Party had refused to 
commit itself in favor of prohibition, 
but the debate’ which followed his 
remarks revealed a diversity of opin- 
ion which in itself seemed to supply 
a reason why the platform devisers 
had considered it unwise to put in a 
prohibition plank. 

Another issue on which Labor has 
shown itself: divided at this year’s 
conference is free trade. One dele- 
gate sterday expressed himself

made it too expensive to manufacture 
for Queens, the indication was that 
the 1927 specifications created a mo- 
nopoly for Hart’s small size pipe to 
supplement Phillips’s monopoly on 
the large sizes. 

Mr. Buckner made no effort to 
show that the ‘‘if require’’ specifica- 
tion was improper; on the contrary 
he indicated his appreval of it.

Three-Month Trip of Party

Those in the party 
were W. Woolston, a student at 
Pennsylvania University and also a 
member of the academy, who col- 
lected=bird specimens for the expedi- 
tion; Chester Griswold of Prince- 
ton,. formerly, a-student at Cornell, 
who was'in charge of photography 
and ‘moving pictures, and: W. Balis 
of’ Yale;- official recorder of the trip. 

The purpose, was to. make. portrait 
studies’ of.'native life and northern 
scenery.

Barly in June the party’ set: out 
for the Northwest. They made their 
way: by boat to Aklavaik,. above the 
Arctic Cirele‘in Canada. m here 
they made a three weeks’ trip along 
the coast, visiting Herschel Island, 
west of the mouth of ithe Mackenzie 
River. -They found seventy-six va- 
rieties of. flowers .in this snowbound 
region, 250 miles ‘north: of the Arctic 
Circle. When they returned to 
Aklavaik ..they-: found: its Pers ledges 
of ‘sixty reduced to twenty-four’ by 
influenza, which swept through the 
natives. ~The four ‘men worked for 
two weeks in thé local hospital to 
aid in checking the epidemic. 

Moving pictures were taken’ dur- 
ing the trip, and.a large number 
of birds were collected.

could. be regarded in the United 
States as wanting in friendship. The 
ublic sentiment of the whole coun- 
bey would Oppose such a policy and 
furthermore France has sénough 
troubles with European questions to 
wish to séek by every means to 
avoid getting’ entangled in any which 
embrace the world at large. 

Cxked Purely European. 

“In seeking to reach a compromise 
with Hnagland she has been thinking 
only of the European situation and 
it is equally true to say thet the 
English on their side are also entire- 
7 concerned with the same problem.

LONDON, Oct. 5.—Publication in 
the Paris newspapers of an alleged 
summary of.the notes exchanged be- 
tween the British and French Gov- 
ernments on the subject of the pro- 
posed naval compromise, leaving 
nothing much now to be disclosed, 
has not caused much disturbance in 
British officialdom, the spokesman 
of which calmly declare it leaves the 
situation unchanged.

TYPHOID FEVER HITS 
PART OF PORTO RICO 


Red Cross Orders Two Officers 
to Scene to Recommend 


Means of Fighting It.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 5.—Henry M. 
Baker, in charge of all relief work 
in Porto Rico, informed Red Cross 
headquarters today that he had re- 
ceived reports of a serious typhoid 
fever situation developing in the sec- 
tions around Aguadilla, in the north- 
west corner of the island. 

Dr. J. W. Mountin of the United 
States Public Health Sérvice unit as- 
signed to the Red Cross for duty in 
Porto Rico, together with an epi- 
demiologist, were to leave San Juan 
today for the Aguadilla section to in- 
vestigate and make recommenda- 
tions. If the situation is as serious 
as reported the Red Cross will im- 
mediately set up a special typhoid 
fever hospital. The Red Cross be- 
lieves the health situation is under 
control in other parts of the island, 
except for an increase in’ sickness at 
Guayama. 

The first unit of ten Red Cross 
nurses‘ that sailed from New York 
Saturday arrived at San Juan yes- 
terday and Mr. Baker reported that 
practically all of them would be on 
duty by tonight. 

The Red Cross West Indies Hurri- 
cane Relief Fund today reached a 
total of $4,506,593.69.

PP gr ype a and obsolete structure,’’ 
if ty would provide on an 
equitable basis another site for the 
Postoffice. He added. that up to 
this time no suitable site had been 
found or suggested ve the Mayor or 
the Board of Estima’ 

In making the Soctnepbintedice pub- 
lic the Treasury Department stated 
that it did so ‘‘in view of the action 
taken yesterday by the Board of Es- 
timate and Apportionment of New 
York City, as reported by the press, 
and the statement attributed to May- 
or Walker. 


Walker’s Letter to Mellon. 


Mayor Walker wrote to Secretary 
Mellon under date of Sept. 4 as fol- 
lows:

My dear Mr. Secretary: Reply

Calls Postoffice an Eyesore. 
This opinion was fortified by in- 
numerable communications from 
various associations and citizens 
asking for the demolition of the 
present postoffice building. It is 
generally felt that the building has 


become an eyesort and charges are 
freely made by members of the bar 
and citizens who are compelled - 
use it that it is insanitary and, to 
say the least, unsuited for its pres- 
ent purposes. There is an over- 
whelming demand in this city for 
the removal of. this unsightly and 
obsolete structure. 

We want to assist, and in fact 

expedite, the matter. by. giving -the 
site to the Federal Government 
without any cost. The city might 
sell this property for. priyate.de- 
velopment and obtain at least the 
valuation mentioned, or might 
avail itself of your Offer. to pur- 
chase it, but it prefers to offer the 
ground ‘to the Federal authorities 
free, in the belief that in turn the 
Government would provide a new 
branch postoffice for the conveni- 
ence of the peaple of oe city.

Air traffic is already be- 
coming congested at some of our 
major airports. It certainly is not 
advisable to have a number of stu- 
dent pilots operating from the same 
field with passenger transports.

Alex had no such mastery yester- 
day when he met the Yankees again. 
Tle was bumped and thumped in the 
first inning when Gehrig hit a home 
rum with two men on. He was rapped

the lead after the Cards had tied the 

ceére, and he was battered into sub- 
mission in the third, when the 
“Yankees added four more runs, drove 
\lexander from the box and clinched 
the game before Clarence Mitchell 
could come in with his fine pitching 
to change th? result, which eventu- 
ally was 9 to 3. 

Pipgras Beats Old Master. 

Though Alcxancer wes the man 
who was beaten, it was George Pip- 
gras who beat him. The youngster 
started in a wild, weird and wabbly 
way for the Yanks, but he stood up 
under the fire and made es couraze- 
ous a recovery cs any pitcher vwrho 
was ever neariv knocked out of the 
box in the early innings. Pipgras 
floundered about when he began his 
day’s work, but he finished with 
both feet on the ground; After’ his 
ponderous start he found himself 
with the score tied and nothing to 
do but pitch as he never had pitched 
before or go down in defeat. He 
chose not to run. 

Instead, he stood his ground and 
did tricks with the Cards over the 
last seven sessions. Altogether he 
allowed. only four hits, which. was 
only one more than the Cardinals 
made off Waite Hoyt. in the first 
game of the series, but wildness was 
Pipgras’s weakness. Seven Cardi- 
nals reached first base in less than 
the first three innings. Only three 
got on in the last six. Pipgras came 
back from his stumbling start stand- 
ing upright and heroic. 

And once he found’ himself he 
had no mercy. He flung a fast ball 
nast the St. Louis bats that the 
Cards hardly had time to catch a 
elimpse of as it passed. Some just 
waited and let it go by, some made 
futile attempts to hit it, but eight 
of them went down on strikes and 
three of them were Bottomley, the 
man who hit the homer in the open- 
er, Every man in the Cardinal line- 
up, with the exception of the first 
two men and the last, struck out at 
least once, which may or may not 
prove that Pipgras was most baf- 
fling against the heaviest hitters. 


Yanks’ Artillery in Action. 


Behind this pitching the heavy 
artillery rolled into action once 
more.

Control ‘of Putter Vanishes, While 
His Opponent Keeps Up Steady, 
Brilliant. Play.

BALTIMORE, Oct, 5.—A new P. G. 
A. champion will be crowned at the 
Five Farms Club tomorrow when Leo 
Diegel, winner of the Canadian open 
this year, meets Al Espinosa of Chi- 
cago in the final thirty-six-hole round 
of the 1928 pro championship. 

Flourishing the same_ vigorous 
mashie he used yesterday in chasing 
Hagen out of the tournament, put- 
ting a stop to Walter’s four-year 
tenure of office and ending his con- 
secutive winning streak at twenty- 
two matches, Diegel today drove 
Gene Sarazen out of the event. He 
put the little Fresh Meadow profes- 
sional, who was the last ex-champion 
left in the event, completely to rout, 
administering to Sarazen the worst 
drubbing Gene has ever received in 
his seven-year career as an outstand- 
ing golfer, the match ending on the 
twenty-eighth green with Diegel a 
winner by 9 up and 8 to play. 

While Sarazen was being forced to 
take to his heels, pursued by Diegel, 
Espinosa, who went.to the semi-final 
round at Dallas last year, was apply- 
ing the switch to young Horton Smith 
of Joplin, Mo. Smith, who is only 20, 
retreated more reluctantly than did 
‘Gene, but out he went just the same, 
three holes beyond where Sarazne did 
his disappearing act. _ Espinosa’s 
margin was 6.and 5. 


New Figures in the Final. 


And so tomorrow afternoon the 
P. G. A. crown will be fitted on a 
brand-new head, No. 5 in the P. G. 
A. dynasty. The coronation cere- 
monies will, therefore, provide some- 
thing of a novelty, for up to this year 
four men have monopolized the 
honors—Hagen, Barnes, Sarazen and 
Hutchison, Hagen leading with five 
championships, Barnes and Sarazen 
tied with two and Hutchison one. 

In many respects there were many 


striking points of similarity between 
Diegel’s victory over Sarazen today 
and his victory over Hagen yester- 
day. Leo did not play especially good 
golf against Gene until the afternoon, 
at which time it was all over except 
for the felicitation ceremonies. Asa 
matter of fact his medal score against 

Gene was identical with his score 
against Walter, 76, but where it left 
him only 2 up on Hagen it enabled 
him to be 5 up on Sarazen. But for 
a few acts of kindness, such as miss- 
,ing two and three foot putts, he 
might have been up even more than 
that. However, it was more than 
sufficient to beat Gene. 

It is almost impossible to conceive 
how a golfer can lose control of his 
game overnight the way Sarazen did. 
Up to today no one ever played better 
golf than he did against Mehlhorn, 
Barnes and Dudley, and particularly 
against the last’ two. He literally

Despite all the polls and straw 
votes and the confident predictions 
of those who are wiser than seven 
men that can render a reason, this 
Presidential campaign remains very 
much of a puzzle, The indication is 
that great numbers of voters are 
giving no sure sign of their inten- 
tions. It is apparently certain that 
a@ very large vote will be cast. This 
is foreshadowed by the figures of 
registration up to date. They have 
been something enormous in Chi- 
cago and very high in Philadelphia 
and Pittsburgh. In Massachusetts 
the interest shown by citizens in 
getting their names on the polling 
lists has been uncommonly keen. 
The same thing is reported from 
many parts of the country. The ex- 
pectation appears to be warranted 
that a larger number of ballots, both 
absolutely and in proportion to the 
population, will be recorded this year 
than ever before. Particularly will 
this be the case in the South. Wher- 
ever we look we see vast multitudes 
preparing to exercise the suffrage, 
but how they will vote is not known. 
‘A small fraction of them has an- 
nounced its purpose, but in the large 
majority they keep silent and so are 
the riddle and despair of political 
observers and party managers. 
There is no lack of interest in the 
campaign, but signs of intense ex- 
citement are wanting. No one is 
geriously afraid, whichever party 
may win, of any policy or legislation 
which will be revolutionary or de- 
structive. Attempts by politicians 
to create fears of this kind have 
failed rather comically. One indica- 
tion that there is no special dread of 
the result of this election, however 
it may go, is the difficulty which the 
national committees are encounter- 
ing in raising money. Less than 
five weeks away from the election, 
they have not yet procured one-half 
of the sums which, they deem to be 
absolutely necessary. It appears 
probable that both committees will 
have to borrow money to cover the 
expenses which they have con- 
tracted. This was not expected to 
be the case this year, and surely 
would not. have been if great busi- 
ness interests were under the shadow 
of such political alarm as lay upon 
them in the campaign of 1896. 
Political exertions will be put 
forth on a scale all the greater for 
this uncertainty. If the party man- 
agers on either side were so confi- 
dent of victory as they pretend, they 
could take things easy from now on. 
In their feverish activity, however, 
may be seen pretty clear proof that 
they are as doubtful about the out- 
come of the campaign, in which per- 
haps 40,000,000 votes will be cast, 
as are the rest of us. It is a case of

professional diplomats. In fact, the 
criticism most often leveled against 
the State Department and the for- 
eign service today is that its officers 
are not sufficiently in touch with 
American conditions and that their 
training has not fitted them to be 
sympathetic with many of America’s 
interests. While this applies to only 
a few, there is no denying that pro- 
longed service abroad tends to cut 
off many contacts with American 
life and development. 

It is not unlikely that the State 
Department and the foreign service 
will. be revivified during the next 
year. Several plans of reorganiza- 
tion have been discussed. Even it 
there is no drastic change in the 
rules, it is not unlikely that there 
will be in the personnel. Its purpose 
will be to eliminate chiefs of mission 
and others who have ceased to be 
useful to the country. 


WILL HE, WON'T HE? 


Mr. COOLIDGE is going to make a 
speech for Mr. HOOVER. If not, he 
is going to make a speech for him- 
self and the Administration and the 
Republican Party. Ever since Mr. 
HOOVER’S nomination the President 
has been entreated, supplicated, 
“urged” by politicians to pour him- 
self into language for the benefit 
of the Republican “cause.” Even 
at Cedar Island Lodge buoyant cor- 
respondents were predicting that he 
would make “a _ great effort.” 
Where? When? Probably not at the 
dedication of a church, a monument, 
@ park, though. even on such occa- 
sions the hopefuls have counted on 
him for something at least “ semi- 
political.” Naturally, he would pre- 
fer to reserve his fire for “ the clos- 
ing days of the campaign.” 

Now we hear from Washington, 
on the soundest Republican author- 
ity, that he has already set himself 
to the composition of “the first set 
“address he will deliver during the 
“national political campaign.” No 
address can be half as “set” as a 
Vermonter of pure strain, but nor 
granite nor marble could resist the 
throng of “urgent” petitions and 
supplications that presses on him. 
All the circumstantial evidence indi- 
cates that the White House type- 
writer is clicking to high issues. One 
day Mr. Hoover talks to the Presi- 
dent for half an hour. The next day 
Dr. WorK snatches.some fewer min- 
utes in the private office. It is pitiful 
quibbling to pretend that these two 
are only “ semi-politicians,” whose 
presence points to a “ semi-political” 
speech, They are as full-fledged 
politicians as they ever will be. 

The key-hammerer is pounding 
out political thoughts of great pith 
and moment. He cannot be expected 
to return to the defense of State 
rights. That would be Democratic 
politics, Never forgetting that he 
is President of the whole country, 
if and when he steps before the mi- 
crophone, he may be expected to be 
somewhat general. He can hardly 
raise his temperature to the height 
fondly desired by the yearners 
bound to have him “help” to 
“save” his party. Not BURKE or 
WENDELL PHILLIPS will be his model. 
The spokesman of a business admin- 
istration properly takes the man- 
ner appropriate to a Chamber of 
Commerce luncheon. 

And Mr. COOLIDGE has already al- 
most transcended the limits of self- 
restraint. He has given Mr. HOOVER 
a “recommend,” which, bestowed 
upon.a gardener or a chauffeur leav- 
ing his employment, would be al- 
ready worn to bits through proud 
frequent exhibition of it by its sub- 
ject.

THE BUDGET FOR 1929. 


The city budget is back again, 
bigger.than.ever. It reaches the 
staggering total of 528 millions, and 
that is-only a tentative figure. It 
is more likely to grow than to shrink. 
Increased assessments, with the in- 
creased revenues that flow from 
them, offer a temptation to free 
spending. The Budget Director’s 
Synopsis of the increases already 
granted shows how large a share of 
the city’s additional income must in- 
evitably go for normally expanding 
services. Mass administration has 
shown no such economies as mass 
production. More children in our 
schools require proportionately more 
teachers, more intensive real estate 
development requires more police of- 
ficers and firemen. The city’s con- 
tribution to the maintenance of the 
five-cent fare, on the existing rapid 
transit lines and on subways yet un- 
built, makes a heavier demand on 
the treasury than ever, the Board 
of Transportation having expressed 
a desire to add another twelve mil- 
lions to the thirty-nine carried in 
last year’s budget for this purpose. 

The discouraging thing is that an- 
other year should have rolled around 
with so little progress recorded in 
getting at the root of the evil of 
such inflated budgets. Lopping off 
@ salary increase here and a re- 
quested appropriation there only 
seratches the surface of municipal 
extravagance. Reorganization, re- 
classification, an up-to-date budget, 
& sound pension system, a sensible 
transit policy, a public improvement 
program planned and not left to 
whim and the balance of group pres- 
sures—these are some of the more 
obvious means of retrenchment. In 
spite of its pledges, the present Ad- 
ministration seems in no hurry to 
embrace them. What has become of 
Mayor WALKER’s Committee on De- 
partmental Reorganization? Of Con- 
troller Berry’s pension plan? Of 
his suggestion that city services for 
which a charge is made be no longer 
rendered at less than cost? Of Gov- 
ernor SMITH’s excellent plan for re- 
form in County Government, no- 
where more needed than in New 
York? Of the recommendations of 
the Citizens’ Committee? 

Chief among them were an offi- 
cial planning commission and a 
modernized budget. Yet -the city 
goes gayly ahead without any public 
improvement program and with a 
budget system. years behind the 
times. Rome was not built in a day, 
and it is perhaps too much to expect 
of even a twentieth-century city 
that it shall adopt such important 
changes in a few months. But at 
least it might make a beginning. 


THE GREATEST ANTARCTIC 
EXPEDITION. 


. Before the end of next week Com- 
mander ByrD should be well out on 
the Pacific, bound for his Antarctic 
base, Dunedin, New Zealand. In de- 
sign and scope the expedition of 
which he is the leader will be the 
most ambitious that has ever gone 
south under the flag of any nation. 
The objective of AMUNDSEN and 
ScoTT was the Pole, which both at- 
tained. Earlier, SHACKLETON had 
marched to.a_ spot ninety-seven 
miles from it, and was driven back 
by the spectre of starvation. On a 
later cast into the south SHACKLE- 
TON planned to cross the Antarctic 
Continent by way of the Pole from 
the Weddell Sea to Ross Sea, but 
the great adventure was denied him. 

Greater in inspiration and daring 
than SHACKLETON’s enterprise is 
that of Commander ByrD. He will 
carry out four airplanes to fly to the 
Pole from the Bay of Whales. 
“There are many things to do, of 
which,” he has said, “ flying to the 
“South Pole is far from being the 
“most important.” He intends to 
make his way in the air beyond it, in 
order to Study the elevated plateau 
and its. physical characteristics. 
Whether the Antarctic is one conti- 
nent or two great bodies of land sep- 
arated by a frozen sea he may be able 
to determine. He expects to explore 
the unknown interior of King Edward 
VII Land and to map with the cam- 
era its mountain systems. Are the 
mountain ranges continuations of 
the Andean cordillera? That ques- 
tion he may be able to answer. All 
the country he flies over will be 
photographed, He takes with him 
scientists who are to make. auroral 
observations. and report on earth 
radiation, radio-activity of snow and 
ice and glaciology. As important a 
task as anything else—Professor 
Sir EpcewortH Davm regards it as 
the most important of the expedi- 
tion—will be a survey of the meteor- 
ology of the Antarctic. “The Ant- 
arctic cold and storms,” says Com-

party (SHACKLETON’S) to the South 
Magnetic Pole in 1909. “Longe | 
range forecasts of weather,” he 
Says, “may even be made possible 
“by the result of these Antarctic in- 
“vestigations. * * * If only BYRD 
“can establish himself at such a 
“base as the Bay of Whales, valu- 
“able contributions may reasonably’ 
“be. anticipated.” 

With a normal Antarctic Summer 
for his voyage to the Barrier, Com- 
mander Byrd should have no diffi- 
culty in establishing himself for two 
seasons of discovery and scientific 
observation, By radio he will keep 
in daily touch, it is believed, with 
THE NEw YorRK TiIMEs. If all goes 
well, our readers will be able to fol- 
low his fortunes and share his vicis- 
situdes, perils and triumphs. An ex- 
pedition’ so well equipped and so 
ably led should know no such word 
as fail. 


THEATRE BUSINESS ITT 


GERMANY. 


While hundreds of resident the- 
atrical companies are settling them- 
selves for the coming season in this 
country, taking the: place of the 
touring companies which used to 
provide entertainment, in Germany 
the current shows signs of swing- 
ing in the opposite direction. Mr. 
GEORGE MIDDLETON, who represented 
the Dramatists’ Guild in Europe last 
Summer, is not only a cautious but 
a modest reporter. The long, thor- 
ough account of what he discovered 
in. Germany, printed in the last 
Authors’ League Bulletin, is far 
from stating that Germany will soon 
develop a “‘ road” such as flourished 
here several years ago and still 
exists in a feeble state. He says 
over and over that he questioned 
many authors or agents on certain 
points without getting anything like 
unanimity of reply. The contradic- 
tory statements are not reconciled 
in his story, but are merely set 
forth to let any one bold enough 
Graw his own conclusions. 

That Germany never had a “ road,” 
in the American sense, is due funda- 
mentally to the development of a 
producing centre in each German 
State. Each capital has a repertory 
theatre, sometimes more than one, 
sometimes enjoying a State or mu- 
nicipal subsidy. The resident com- 
pany, which is attached to nearly 
all theatres, almost never gives con- 
secutive runs. It plays. all season, 
with the exception of a few days 
now and then when the newly arriv- 
ing road companies turn up. Such 
companies at present are seldom, 
if ever, booked for long periods, 
four weeks being the infrequently 
achieved limit. Continental play- 
wrights seem to prefer the estab- 
lished rather than the - incoming 
method. MOLNAR gave Mr. MIDDLE- 
TON a clear explanation of the 
reason. With his “The Play’s the 
Thing,’ under the present repertory 
system, he had fifty presentations 
on Easter. It is easily possible for 
a@ popular success to be given 1,000 
times in a year. The receipts in such 
a town as Hamburg will be about 
$1,000 a night. That city, Leipzig 
and Munich combined will give 100 
performances a year of a good play. 
The same play, booked at a theatre 
for the probable one week, would not 
be revived by the stock company, 
impatiently waiting to get back on 
its stage. 

Managers, not playwrights, appear 
to be responsible for the new tour- 
ing companies. It may be that Amer- 
ica has a direct influence here, for 
many of the road companies are be- 
ing sent out in American plays. 
* Broadway ” had a substantial Ber- 
lin success and it is now going to 
other large cities, not by distribution 
of the play to repertory theatres but 
by traveling troupes. ‘“‘ Abie’s irish 
Rose” is another road show in Ger- 
many. A few native actors, MOISSI 
among them, also have acquired the 
touring habit. 

How these changes in the theatri- 
cal business in Germany will affect 
American playwrights is as much a 
mystery 9s before Mr. MIDDLETON 
went abroad. Three of the leading 
managers, REINHARDT, ROBERTS and 
BARNOWSKY, are engaged in a legal 
fight with the organization of mana- 
gers, actors and playwrights. Its out- 
come is alarming the authors, but 
the casting agent-publisher, known 
as the Verlag, calmly says that all 
will be amicably arranged no mat- 
ter what court decision is handed 
down. 


FOOD, RACE AND HISTORY. 


That man is a living engine has 
been a truism ever since physicians 
realized that food is fuel which is 
converted into energy. “Stuff ex- 
change” is the German designation 
for a process which we more cum- 
brously term “ metabolism.” In the 
course of researches extending over 
twenty years Dr. FRANCIS G. BENE- 
Dict, Director of the Nutrition Lab- 
oratory of the Carnegie Institution, 
has made discoveries about this con- 
version of food into. work which 
have even historic significance. 

To a physicist the most striking 
fact about any animal is that it 
radiates heat. Since the amount of 
heat given off in dancing or running 
is.greater than in sleep, the “ basal 
metabolism” must be measured to 
fix a standard for any given person, 
this “being. the heat generated in 





complete repose. No two human 
beings have the same basal metab- 
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ries sig~'the “effect ety 
«te and Occidentals ‘é 
only ethnically, but. metabolically 
different. Proteins, fats and carbo- 
‘hydrates are the same the world 
over... If Chinese and. Japanese 
metabolism is strikingly low it is 
because of some hidden racial fac- 
tor. And the mystery deepens when 
Dr. BENEDICT assures us that the 
browns and blacks of Jamaica have 
@ metabolism practically the same 
as a Vermont farmer’s. Obviously, 
the tropics do not enervate all races, 
Evidently a historian of the Au- 
guste Comte school has here ma- 
terial for a new interpretation of 
the fleeting glory that was Egypt’s 
and Rome’s. ‘By patiently piecing 
together all the: metéorological facts 
available ELLSWORTH HUNTINGTON 
made out a good case for the theory 
that the climate of the region about 
the Euphrates changed within. his- 
toric times with disastrous results 
to ancient Levantine cultures. Basal 
metabolism is the best index of vital 
activity thus far discovered. What 
if' the basal metabolism of a van- 
ished empire could be deduced for 
different periods much as HUNT- 
INGTON has deduced the character 
of ancient climates? The findings 
of the nutrition expert would then 
become as important as those of an 
archaeologist.

FROM BONDS TO STOCKS. 


New Army of Speculators Is Held 
Responsible for Inflation. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

We have been warned many- times 
of late by the bankers of the perils of 
stock market sreculation. Coupled 
with these warnings have been hints 
that the country may find itself in 
a quandary should the banks, owing 
to ‘the diversion of vast sums of 
money into stock market channels, 
find themselves unable to meet the 
pressing needs of agriculturists for 
the movement of crops, or those of 
other important commercial activi- 
ties. 

True, the bankers have tried to 
remedy the situation by curbing the 
brokers’ loans, but, if reports are 
correct, they were only partially suc- 
cessful in their efforts, owing to the 
availability of funds from other 
sources, so that the stock market 
game continues to go merrily along. 

There has been a great change 
going on in the country’s financial 
structure during the last ten years. 
During the war period the public was 
urged to buy bonds. The masses, who 
could not pay outright scrimped and 
saved. But, after a while, these same 
people realized for the fizst time in 
their lives that they were bond- 
holders! 

Now the bond, the good variety, is 
a sturdy standby, but your newly 
fledged investor is anxious to get 
ahead. On the stock market he sees 
alluring possibilities. And so the 
timid financial adventurers of yes- 
terday have launched out into the 
more exciting field of speculation. 

As individuals, of us have 
‘‘played the market.’’ It is in its 
wider aspect, however, when we 
pause to ask ourselves if we are de- 
veloping into a nation of - gamblers 
that the situation becomes serious. 
When and where is it. all. going to 
end? Market prognosticators for the 
past er a anv’, been predicting a 


But 
after a short pause up prices have 
gone again, some stocks ae to 
new record “‘highs.’’ Why? Because 
this new army of speculating op- 
timists will not be downed!

If we did not have a form of gov- 
ernment that could negotiate respon- 
sibly, we should have kept out of all 
negotiations that did not directly 
concern us—as, I believe, Japan did 
—and, not having done so, we 
should share in the loss if the Allies 
lose out on the credit side of the 
account which we took so important 
a part in establishing, and not ignore 
the debit side, which is all credit 
(but not creditable) to us. A similar 
situation where individuals were con- 
cerned would leave no doubt as to 
the obligation incurred. 

The world at the end of the war, 
and today, may be compared to a 
community having a few traditions 
loosely governing conduct, but with 
no Government having the admitted 
right to settle disputes between its 
members. Might would be right. As- 
sume one man much stronger than 
any other, who insisted upon hav- 
ing a dominant voice in any dis- 
pute in which he had even the small- 
est interest. If he decided what 
others who had suffered grievous 
wrongs might demand in reparation, 
but refused to back up their efforts 
to collect, though they had accepted 
his participation only because that 
implied an intention to use his pow- 
er to back up. the decision—yet 
pressed for payment of his own 
claims against the sufferers whom 
he had undertaken to assist, how 
long could he maintain his dominant 
position in the community? If he

BALBOA, Oct. 5.—The~ Eleanor 
Bolling, supply ship of Commander 
Byrd’s: Antarctie expedition, arrived 
at Cristobal late‘last night and went 
early today. to the eoaling station to 
take a supply of fuel for the longest 
leg of her long voyage. to Dunedin, 
New Zealand, to join the other ships 
of the expedition to the South Pole. 

The Bolling was unable to transit 
the Panama. Canal today because 
funds to pay’the tolls had not been 
transferred, but that. has been ar- 
ranged now and she is expected to 


start for the Pacific as the first ves- 
sel on the schedule for tomorrow 
morning. -D the delay repairs 
were made to the main feed line to 
the boilers. 


Deck Piled High With Fuel. 


Every available square foot of deck 
space was piled high with coal. The 
600 tons of provisions and housing 
materials loadéd aboard at Brooklyn 
and Norfolk took up nearly all the 
space in the holds, necessitating an 
exceptionally large deck-load of fuel. 

It was found impossible to take on 
enough fuel here for the trip through 
to Dunedin, the last port of call on 
the trip to the ice barrier on the 
Antarctic Continent, and it was de- 
cided to coal again at Tahiti, Soci- 
ety Islands. 

With the exception of four men on 
watch, the entire crew went. ashore 
after the ship tied up last night. 
There was no official or unofficial 
reception, but in their few hours of 
shore leave the men made the 


rounds of most’ of the cafés and 
amusement centres of Colon. 


Foreman Will Be Sent Back. 


The Bolling is the type of mystery 
ship used by the British Navy during 
the World War, carries general sup- 
plies for the expedition and is to be 
used as the communication ship be- 
tween Dunedin and the base of the 
expedition in the Antarctic. 

Eldred A. Stewart of Norfolk, Va., 
a member of the crew as a fireman, 
will be returned to the United States 
because of an accident en route when 
he slipped on a wet deck, spraining 
his back to an extent incapacitating 
him for shoveling coal.

LOS ANGELES, Oct. 5.—George 
Beban, motion picture actor and pro- 
ducer, best known for his Italian 
characterizations, died early this 
morning at the California Lutheran 
Hospital from complications which 
oo hee after he was injured by a 
horse Saturday. 

The actor had gone to the June 
Lodge ‘“‘Dude Ranch”’ near Big Pine, 
Cal., for a short vacation. On Satur- 
day afternoon he wert meme and 
when he returned to the ranch he 
dismounted to open a gate. As he at- 
tempted to remount, the horse be- 
came unruly and kicked Mr. Beban 
in the P i as leg and threw him to the 
ground. 

A fracture was set by doctors sum- 
moned to the ranch, r which Mr. 
Beban was brought to Los Pa see

Alter, he had been ting the aslo 
or some time for utemia, and that 
condition wa; greatly aggravated. 

The actor’s son, George Beban Jr., 
who has been in school in the East, 
and his sister, Mrs. Matthew Smith 
of New York, were sent for at once. 
Mr. Beban did not regain conscious- 
ness after he reached the hospital.

It 
was said at that time that she had 
failed to pass the customary inier- 
view test given to directors. It was 
also reported that the examiners had 
questioned her statement that she 
held a doctor’s degree from Colum- 
bia and that later she said that her 
degree was granted by a correspon- 
dence school. 

Having failed to obtain the license, 
the directorship became automatical- 
ly vacant, and the superintendents 
began to cast about for a successor 
to recommend to the Board of Edu- 
cation. Ten days ago the board ap- 
pointed Mrs. Letitia Raubicheck, 
Chairman of the elocution denart- 
ment at the Julia Richman High 
School, in her place.

EXTRA TRAINS TO TAKE 
CROWDS TO ZEPPELIN 


Dirigible Will Be on Exhibition 
at Lakeharst Several Hours 
Each Day. 





LAKEHURST, N. J., Oct. 5.—Offi- 
cials of the Naval Air Station here 
are preparing to handle a large 
crowd when the new airship Count 
Zeppelin arrives next week from 
Friedrichshafen, Germany. 

Captain E. S. Jackson, command- 
ant of the station, announces today 
that the hangar, which will house 
the Count Zeppelin, probably would 
be open to vistors from 8 A. M. to 
5:30 P. M. during the dirigible’s stay 
here. 

Large quantities of hydrogen and 
gasoline are here in readiness to 
refuel the Zeppelin for its return 
journey while it is planned to have 
130 sailors from the navy yard in 
Brooklyn augment the _ station’s 
ground crew to a total of 317 to han- 
dle the landing of the craft. 

In the event of high winds or any 
trouble in landing the Zeppelin, the 
high mooring mast here has been 
Lea in readiness to reccive the 
ship. ~ 
Because of the highly inflammable 
gas with which the vessel is 
equipped, strict precautions will be 
taken to see that no smoking is per- 
mitted near the hangar and all au- 
tomobiles will be parked in a large 
parking space situated some distance 
away. 

Seventy marines and twelve New 
Jersey State police will be placed on 
duty in and around the field to 
handle the crowd and the traffic. 
The Central Railroad of New Jersey 


will run special trains here to’ ac- 


commodate the large number of vis- 
itors expected. 

The Los Angeles has been ordered 
to make a flight to San Antonio, 
where the American Legion is hold- 
ing a national convention, but it is 
expected it will return in time to be 
present when the Count Zeppelin 
arrives.

Prosecutor Says the First Will 
Be Charles Beckman, Former 
Captain of Detectives. 


4,800 POLICE TRANSFERRED 


Biggest Shake-Up In History of the 
City Takes Place at Midnight 
Under Mayor’s Orders.

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 5.—Thirty- 
Seven indictments, charging graft 
collections from saloon keepers were 
returned by the Grand Jury today 
against Matthew Patterson, ward 
leader of. the Vare.. organization, 
member of the Republican. City.Com- 
mittee and the Legislature. Jointly 
indicted with him was Captain 
Charles Schoenleber, commander of 
the Fourth and York Streets Police 
Station, - which is in .Patterson’s 
Nineteenth Ward. 

The bills of indictment, involving 
277 counts, were given to the Grand 
Jury by District Attorney John Mon- 
aghan at 11:30 this morning: ‘Within 
three hours the jurors, acting upon 
the evidence _ before the — special 
Grand Jury which investigated gang 
conditions, bootlegging and_ police 
fos for seven weeks, returned the 

dictments. 

Principal among ‘the witnesses 
ph the accused men was Joseph 

enreich, an attorney, who testi- 
fied that Patterson had asked him 
to collect the money ‘“‘for.campaign 
purposes” and to pay part of it to 
Schoenleber. The ward executive and 
police commander will be arraigned 
jointly on Monday. 

Twelve of the bins of indictment 
charge Patterson and Schoenleber 
with bribery and extortion on differ- 
ent occasions. Twelve others accused 
them of conspiracy to. bribe and ex- 
tort from each of ‘fourteen 
saloon keepers on -different .dates. 
The other bills involve the alleged 
collection of money from William G. 

Peters, a saloon keeper who is de- 


scribed as ‘“‘collector for the saloon 
keepers.’’ 


Reorganize Police Bureau. 


The first steps in the most sweep- 


ing Police Bureau reorganization in 
the history of Philadelphia, ordered 
y Mayor Mackey as a result of the 

Grand Jury’s disclosures, were taken 
early tonight. Before morning 
practically every one of the 4,800 of- 
ficers and men was .expected to be 
transferred to a new district. 

All police captains and acting cap- | 
tains were summoned to appear-in 
the office of Superintendent Mills 
at 9:30 o’clock, at which time they 
were handed papers informing them 
of their new assignments. At the 
same time they received instruc- 
tions. es to the transfer of all their 
subordinates, excepting house ser- 
geants. The shifting was set for 
midnight. 

A shakeup on a smaller scale was 
effected shortly after the Mackey 
administration took office the first 
of the year. 

At that time the “old poHce. lines 
abolished by: Brig. Gen. Smedley 
D. Butler in his efforts to divorce 
police and politics were restored and 
the assertion was made by Philadel- 
phia newspavers. both Republican 
and Democratic, that the Mackey re- 
organizaton again made the ward 
lender the real police captain. 

The new shakeu» was ordered on 
the theory that both officers and 
men would be new to their districts, 
and that.the chances of graft-taking 
would thus be much reduced. 


Police Captains Refuse to Talk. 


The District Attorney announced 
tonight that Captain James Cross, 
commander of a police station in 
Germantown, had deposited $23,436 
under four different bank accounts 
from March 13 to Oct. 4 this year. 
Immediately after the announcement 
Mr. Monaghan asked what should be 
done with a police captain, sworn to 
uphold the law, who refused to as- 
sist the investigating Grand Jury on 
the ground that what he might have 
to tell would ’ nd to incriminate 
himself. 

The prosecutor also referred to the 
case of ..rother police captain, said 
to be the pessecsor of unusual 
wealth, who s-idenly was afflicted 
with a figurative atten of lockjaw. 

Still another development was the 
declaration of the District Attorney 
that Charles Beckman, Captain of 
Detectives, whose case is being heard 
before the Civil Service Commission, 
will be arrested “fat the proper 
time.’’ He declined to discuss what 
charges will be pressed. but said they 
will be ‘‘strong and definite.’’ 

It was learned that..perjury. would 
form the basis of the charges. In- 
vestigators for the Distriet Attorney 
contended that Beckman had made 
false statements cone-rning a safety 
deposit box and money and securities 
held in his name. 

Statements by Louis R. Elfman.

| Nebraska, Chairman of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee during 
the Wilson Administration, tonight 
in a-radio address laid before the 
door of Andrew Mellon, Secretary of 
the Treasury, all blame for what he 
said was a drastic deflation policy 
begun in 1921. 

In‘ his talk over the national hook- 
up of the National Broadcasting 





Company network Mr. Hitchcock 
traced the economic record of the: 
Republican Party from 1921 to the | 
present time, declaring in substance | 
that such a deflation policy as con- | 
taincd in the Republican platform of | 
1920 was responsible for the present! 
call for ‘‘farm relief.’’ i 

“This terrible record of commer- | 
cial and: financial disaster has oc-; 
curred largely in agricultural States: 
and reveals the exjent of the ruin 
traceable directly to Republican pol-! 
icies of the past eight years,’’ he said. | 

The theme of his speech was the 
statement: ‘‘Restore agricultural 
prosperity and industrial prosperity 
will follow.” 


Points to Change After Wilson. 


“Early in July, 1920,’’ Mr. Hitch- 
cock said, ‘‘when Wilson was still 
President of the United States, the 
agricultural West and South were | 
enjoying great prosperity. Cotton, 
corn, wheat and live stock were sell- | 
ing at profitable prices. Money was | 
abundant, credit was easy and busi- | 
ness was lively. 

“‘At this happy moment the Repub- 
lican convention met and denounced 
the Democratic Party for a ‘gross 
expansion of credit and currency’ and 
pledged the party to ¢deflate both 
credit and currency.’ It used this 
language: 

““*We pledge ourselves to coura- 
geous and spouse: ap deflation of 
overexpanded credit and currency.’ 

“The -carrying out of that policy 
drastically and. mercilessly in 1921 
een a terrible blow to agriculture. 
t resulted in a widespread crash of 
rices during Harding’s first year. 
t began when Mellon became Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, and thus head 
of the Federal Reserve system. 

“Banks which were discountin 
much commercial and agricultura 
paper were suddenly advised of a 
great increase in the discount, or 
borrowing, rate. To escape loss, they 
called loans which they had ‘made 
and all borrowers were notified to 
pay.up. .That resulted in throwing 
all available agricultural products on 
the .market. as.fast..as_ possible, 
whether seasonable or not, and the 
crash of. prices followed.’ 


Says McNary-Haugen Bill Will Aid. 


Declaring that there was nothing 
*‘revolutionary”’® about the McNary- 
Haugen bill, ‘“‘designed to bring 
agriculture up to an equal level with 
industry, for the protection of 
30,000,000 people,” the former Sena- 
tor said that ‘‘it merely proposes to 
stimulate and regulate export trade 
for the benefit of agriculture very 
much as we restrict and regulate im- 
port trade by tariffs for ‘the benefit 
of protected industries.’’ 

“It will not only bring prosperity 
to the agricultural States of ithe 
South and Middle West, but it will 
enormously increase their power to 
buy the products of American in- 

dustry,’’ he said. 

Concluding, he declared: 

“Seven years of Republican poli- 
cies, deflation of credit-and currency, 
high tariff on the things he (the 
farmer) buys and greatly reduced 
prices of what. he sells in an over- 
stocked market have well-nigh done 
for him. His hope, and his only hope,

Gunmen as He Clasps Hand 
of Friend at 54th Street. 


THOUSANDS WITHIN HEARING 


Victim, Critically Wounded, Says 
He Will Take Care of Assailants 
When He Gets Well, 


Broadway and Fifty-fourth Street— 
in the theatrical district and a: part 
of the city teeming with night life— 
was the scene of a shooting last night 
at 10:30 when two men stepped cas- 
ually up to a man standing in front 
of the Hotel Harding and emptied 
their pistols into him. 

The man, Tony Marlow of 201

-Throngs in Streets. 


The shooting occurred in full view 
of hundreds of persons and within 
sound. of :thousands more. Moving 
picture houses: and theatres in the 
neighborhood, Roxy’s at Seventh 
Avenue and Fiftieth Street, the Win- 
ter Garden at Broadway and. Fifty- 
first Street, the Capitol, almost di- 
rectly opposite,.and others were just 
discharging their audiences, while 
hundreds of automobiles and taxicabs 
were en route to other theatres. 

As the shots rang out and those 
who witnessed the shooting ran to 
the sdene the two men quietly re- 
placed their weapons in their kets 
and -walked to Seventh venue, 
where they were lost to sight in the 
fast-gathering throng. 

Marlow was nalts quietly at the 
edge of the curb when he spied Wil- 
liam White, a resident of the ‘Hotel 
Harding, at the entrance to the 
hotel. 

“Hullo, Tony!’’ White called out 
and advanced with outstretched hand 
to greet him. Marlow responded to 
his 'friend’s greeting and shook 
hands with him. 


Shot Five Times. 


It was at this instant that the two 
gunmen appeared. They did not say 
aword. Each whipped a pistol from 
his pocket and fired. Five bullets 
struck Marlow. 


He dropped to the ground; his hand 
still clasped in that of White. 
Patrolman Harry Reinhardt was at

few yards away, when the shots rang 


He ran to the Harding and saw two 
men rushing away. Before he could 
reach them they were lost to sight 
j}and the policeman jumped to the 
{running board of a icab passing 
from Broadway. to Seventh Avenue 
and tried unsuccessfully to locate the 
fugitives. 

Then he returned to the wounded 
man and took him to the hos ital. 
He found a loaded pistol at Marlow’s 
side and it is believed that it be- 
longed to Marlow.. The police think 
that the instant he recognized his 
assailants he drew his own pistol but 
that the: other men got theirs into 
action first. 

Less than five minutes afterward 
scores of detectives and uniformed 
policemen were combing the neigh- 
borhood for the gunmen but could 
| find no trace of them. 

Detectives questioned White, who 
said he was a real estate salesman

THUGS IN PARK SEIZE 
$8,474 IN AUTO RAID 


Two Gunmen Get Payrolt ‘in 
Daylight Robbery at West 
8ist St. Entrance. 


LIE IN WAIT FOR 3 IN CAR 


Jump on Running Board to Hold 
Up Company ‘Treasurer and 
Girl Coming From Bank. 


A daylight highway robbery was 
staged at Central Park and Eighty- 
first Street yesterday morning by 
two young men armed with revolvers, 
who jumped on the running board 
of an automobile and seized a pay- 
roll of $8,474 which was being trans- 
ported from a West Side bank to the 
offices of the Premier Fireproofing 
Corporation, 25 West Forty-third 
Street. 

In the automobile, guarding the 


payroll in a large brown leather 
brief case, were Arthur W. Davey, 
60 years old, of 701 West 175th 
Street, Treasurer, and Irene Mc- 
Carthy, 28, of 37-40 SBighty-first 
Street, Long Island, bookkeeper for 
the Premier Fireproofing Corpora- 
tion. John Burde of 601 West 180th 
Street, chauffeur for Mr. Davey, was 
driving the automobile. 

As had been the custom of Mr. 
Davey for the last year, he and Miss 
McCarthy drove from West Forty- 
third Street to the Colonial Bank, 
Columbus Avenue and Highty-first 
Street. They left the corporation’s 
offices a few minutes before 9 
o’clock and were on their way back 
from the bank at about 9:40. 


Attacked as They Enter Park. 


They drove slowly east.on Eighty- 
first Street, and as the machine was 
passing into the park, two young 
men, who had evidently been hiding 
behind an obstruction near the 
Eighth Avenue subway excavation, 
jumped on the running board. 

One of the thugs, pointing a revol- 
ver at the chauffeur, ordered him to 
turn the car into the transverse 
roadway, which is in the park just a 
few feet from the Eighty-first Street 
entrance. The second robber point- 
ed a smaller revolver at the cuslo- 
dians of the briefcase. 

‘‘Hand over that bag; do it quick 
and be quiet,’’ the younger of the 
two thieves ordered. Miss McCarthy 
screamed. ‘Shut up,’’ snapped one 
of the thugs, ‘‘nothing is going to 
happen to you.’’ He reached inside 
the machine and took the briefcase 
which was in Miss McCarthy’s lap. 

Instructing the chauffeur to keep 
driving for at least 400 feet, the 
criminals jumped into the roadway 
and disappeared. Burde did as he 
was directed, 


Speeds Back to Get Aid. 
He turned the car around after he 
drove it the distance ordered and 
sped back to the bank. There the 


story of the hold-up was told to bank 
officials, who advised Mr. Davey to 
report to the West Sixty-eighth 
Street. Police Station. 

There the details of the robbery 
and a description of the bandits was 
given to Detectives T. J. Tungey, 
brother of Gene Tunney, and J. But- 
ler, The detectives went to the park 
entrance, where the hold-up was re- 
enacted for them by the victims. 

Later in the day the detectives 
asked Mr. Davey, Miss McCarthy 
and Mr. Burde to look over photo- 
graphs from the rogues’ gallery. The 
bandits were described as ‘‘American 
types, the elder wearing dark clothes, 
a soft felt hat and about 24 years 
old, and ‘the. younger also dressed in 
dark clothes, wearing a cap and 
about 22 years old.’ 

The payroll was insured. Later in 
the day a new payroll was sent to 
the corporation’s office under guard.

The esc.ped m -.. are Arthur Sills 
and Joe Brockhart of Chicago, con- 
victed of auto theft; Lee Sellers of 
Whitley County, Horace McKee of 
Olive Hill, Willie Chapman of Lex- 
ington, Barney Richards of Lexine- 
ton, Wiley Henderson of Olive Hill, 
Willard Vincent and Zebb Stevens of 
Whitley City, all serving six months’ 
sentence for possession of liquor, and 
Sam ‘Baker and John Johnson of 
Franklin County, held for investiga- 
tion. All byt the latter two were 
Federal prisoners. 

Warden Steven Tuppas said that 
the men had pried up the bottom of 
an iron grating that separated their 
quarters on the second floor of the 
jail from stairs-leading to the third 
floor. They broke a padlock to enter 
an old death cell on the third floor, 
pried out some bricks in the wall 
and lowered themselves from the 
hole by ropes made of blankets and 
sheets. They apparently carried tools 
with them. 

The jail delivery, carefully timed 
and executed, occurred during the 
brief interval in which the warden 
had left his office to go to his home. 
less than fifty yards away, toawaken 
his son. 

Shortly after the jail delivery was 
discovered emergency calls were for- 
warded to all near-by points.

Comraission Appeals to Nation. 


In its first public statement since 
it was organized last year, the Per- 
manent Commission on Better Un- 
derstanding Between.

States which have not been fre- 
quent borrowers do not necessarily

been available in large blocks from 
time to time. Investors have to be- 
come acquainted with new issues, 
and are sometimes Feeney to take 
bonds of certain States lest the is- 
sues be slow to sell if ¢ottered at re- 
sale. States frequently in the market 
with new issues, however, sometimes 
find bankers well ed with 
bonds of previous issues and there- 
fore unwilling to pay high prices for 
the new. bonds. 
A survey of the various State obli- 
— reveals.that the interest rate 
ranges from 3 ‘cent; to 7-per cent. 
The average, however, is between 4 
and 4% A cent.’ The range for New 
York State obligations runs from 3 
pet cent. on certain issues of Erie,

With one of the most important 
Government reports of the season 
due on Monday next, cotton trading 
was curtailed materially yesterday 
and price changes on the Cotton Ex- 
change were the smallest in several 
weeks. Further long liquidation 
caused a decline of more. than half 
a cent from the high records of last 
week, attended by steady absorption 
of contracts for domestic and foreign 
mill account, ‘Final’ quotations were 
the lowest of the day, with a de- 
cline of 11 to 15 points. The average 
guess of eighty-six members of the 
Exchange was a crop of 14,150,000 
bales, compared with the last Wash- 
ington estimate of 14/439,000. Spot 
sales aggregated 76,000 bales, as 
against 39,000 .on the earrommencing 
day last..year, 

The realizing movement in progress 
during the last ten days continued 
to.be the outstanding feature of the 
day’s trading, the supply of contracts 
in the market being increased by 
hedging operagions from the South. 
Selling orders predominated from the 
opening of the market, cotton being 
taken by houses with mill connec- 
tions.on a. scale down, although un- 
certainty over the approaching Wash- 
ington report reduced commission 
hous? buying operations. Owing to 
the cut in private estimates to the 
extent of 500,000 bales as the average 
of eight reports, operators were not 
inclined to anticipate so decided a 


change in official figures.

business. Industry has also taken 
perceptible forward ‘strides, 
pointed out, the present reports be- 
ing about the best of the year.

THE CUSTOMS COURT 


Imported Corks Must Bear Origin 
Stamp—Deny Claim on 
Toothbrushes. 


Due to the reported antipathy felt 
by druggists against the use of corks 
which have been stamped or brand- 
ed, unusual interest attached yester- 
day to a decision by the United 
States Customs Court sustaining a 
protest by the Armstrong Cork Com- 


pany against importation by the 
Boucher Cork Company of New 
York of tapered corks which had 
not been marked with the country of 
origin. The Boucher Cork Company 
opposed the protest, claiming that 
ane 516 of the Tariff act permit- 

ting American, manufacturers to: pro- 
test on importations from abroad 
did not contemplate an action of the 
type brought ‘by the Armstrong Cork 
Company. 

In contesting the protest in court, 
the defendants ointed out that 
American druggists insist upon un- 
marked corks, claiming those brand- 
ed lack the clean appearance neces- 
sary. Druggists also fear customers 
will interpret the brand of the coun- 
try or origin as ap ng to the con- 
tents of bottles and not to the cork, 
it was stated, A ruling to force such 
marking on imported corks would 
close the American market to im- 
porters, it was argued. 

Claims. of J. Steeb' & Co. of 
Seattle for a lower duty on tooth 
brushes imported from Japan are 
denied in’ another decision by the 
court. Thé toothbrushes are held 
dutiable as assessed at 60 per cent. 
as celluloid articles under Paragraph 
$1 and not as toothbrushes at 45 per 
cent. under Paragraph 1407.

Government Demands Additional 
Inheritance Tax on Property 
of Mine Owner. 





The Government, through Assis- 
tant United States Attorney Samuel

Guggenheim in the Federal Court 
yesterday for $531,514.48, alleged to 
be due as an additional inheritance 
tax. Interest from April 1, 1924, is 
also claimed. Mr. Guggenheim, 
who died in England on Oct. 10, 
1922, was senior member of the min- 
ing firm of -Guggenheim Brothers. 
The value of his estate was said to 
be about $14,000,000. 

An. estate tax of $1,901,008.21 was 
paid. The present claim of the Gov- 
ernment is based on an alleged un- 
dervaluation of stock of the Chile 
Copper Company and other stocks, 
and a transfer of $1,427,000 to the 
Commercial Trust Company of New 
Jersey as -trustee for the benefit of 
his wife, Carrie, and his daughters, 
Beulah V. Spiegelberg, Edyth B. Jo- 
sephthal and Helene G. Glorney. 

The Government alleges that the 
trust was made ‘two years before 
Mr. : Guggenheim’s death. and: was 
not’ to become effective until after 
his death. ‘It is alleged that the tax 
claimed is due on about $2,500,000.
